BELIEF IN EVIL MAGIC. 


STRANGE CUSTOMS OF TANG- 
ANYIEA TERRITORY, 


A report on Tangauvika Territory 
is issued as a White Paper and con- 
tains valuable information on the 
physical features, history, inkabitants, 
admiuistraticn, and trade of the 
territory. 

In a reference to the religions of the 
people it is stated that Mohamme- 
danism is professed in the coast 
towns, but has cever penetrated far 
inland, The total number of Mobam- 
medans is 300,000. The German 
Government feared the spread of 
Islam, and as a means of combating 
it recommended the encouragement 
of pigbreeding amorg the natives, 

Two classes of rel!gious ideas, other 
than Christian and Mobammedan, 
prevail among the inhabitants of 
Tanganyika Tertitory. One is the 
worship of a cky épirit, called Eng-ai 
(rain) among the Masai, and Asista 
(sun) among the tribes allied to the 
Nandi (Tatoga, etce.). The prayers of 
tke Masai and kindred tribes seem to 
be genuine native compositions, in 
which the appeals to the sky gcd are 
mixed up with allusjons to other 
heavenly bodies. Among the Masai 
there appears to’ be hardly any idea 
of existence after death, or of ancestor 
worship. Qld men are buried: and 
are believed to turn into snakes, but 
young people die like cattle, and their 
corpees are simply thrown into the 
jungle to be eaten by byenas. 

Among the Bantu-speaking tribes 
a different system of relig‘ou's ideas 


4 prevails, based upon ancestor worship, 


surviving in a verv fragmentary form, 
but still distinctly traceable. The 
Bantu name forthe deity, Muungu, 
Mxrgu, Mulungu, ete., seems to mean 
really ghosts who are deified. or at 
least who require to be propitiated. 
Among these tribes corpses are buried 
and offerings are made on the grave. 
The Pantu-speaking tribes are also 
cursed -with a belief in witchcraft, 
from which the Hamitic tribes are 
free. This superstition is more ter- 
rible in its consequences then it 


4 sounds, for it means that -every 


disaster, such asa death in a. family 
ig attributed to ‘evil magic, and 
when such a disaster occurs it is cus- 
tomary to consult a witch doctor or 


| witch-finder, who indicates some un- 


fortunate person, often a woman, as 


‘Ptke culprit, and recommend that he 


,or ehe be pat’ to death, a recommend- 
‘ation ‘which is usually followed.

He 
has, I think. sufficient sense to 
separate mearures of military neces- 
sity from those of purely administra- 
tive intention ; and he appears to con- 
sider us a great iniprovement on the 
German, At the same time, while 
dazzled by the powers of a people, 
who has shown such a display of un- 
known resources in driving out the 
hitherto invincible German, he is in. 
clined to consider us kindly and easy 
going, and therefore people with whom 
liberties may well betaken. To natives 
who spent. several vears in more or 
less perpetual risk of shaoting, 
hanging, or brutal flogging on the 
lightest pretext, it must appear some- 
thing very like weakness when their 
new rulers erhibit a reluctance to ad- 
minister even a mild flogcing. For 
this reason, while entirely opposed to 
brutality, I feeel that we shall bave to 
act with vigour and severity in cases 
of deliberate disobsdience or lawless- 
ness: it is bound to take some years 
to educate the native from his previ- 
ous notions of white justice up to our 
milder and more reasoned methods. 
The question of ti ex-Germsn 
askari (often with a knowledge . of 
still-concealed weapons) is also a 
difficult one. After years of complete 
licence, and an experience which has 
shown him that white men are, after 
all, people who can be successfully | 
tought, he is bound to be a danger.to 
the community. Ogcasianal Individual 
outbreaks involving possibly the death 
of some Government official, would 
seem inevitable.”

A new wonder ship of the air-a 
giant of yiants—heralding a fresh era 
in design, is taking shape now to the 
order of the Government in a hnge 
shed at Bristol.

CHURCH NOTES 


XXIST SUNDAY APTER 
TRINITY. 


The Epistle for the day consists +f 
those grand words at the conclusiou 
of S. Paul's Mpistle to the Ephesians, 
written during his imprigonment av 
Rome. It deals with the “whole 
armour of God” with which we. are 
to fight against evil, and especially 


against ‘spiritual wickedness in high’ 


places,” implying that often those 
who hold high positions in Church or 
State are so evil that they must be 
fought ‘against. 

The idea of the ‘whole armour of 
God" was probably suggested to S. 
Paul by the sight of the Roman 
voldier who acted as guard to the 
imprisoned apostle, for he saw in the 
soldier's armour similes .of our 
spiritual "weapons—the girdle of 
tcuth, the breastylate of righteous 
ness, the sandals of peace, the shield 
of faith, the helmet of salvation, and 
the sword of the spirit. It is rather 
remarkable that there is a somewhat 
similar description Sf the “armour of 
God” in the fifth chapter of 
Wisdom, where it'is described as the 
clothing of God Himself: 8.
